Prob- 
ably sixty per cent of skin cancers are 
due to this cause, and many a cancer 
has been prevented and may be pre- 
vented by curing the dandruff or by 
preventing it.’—Western Med.

Barley gruel may be prepared as follows: Take a heap- 
ing teaspoonful of Robinson’s Patent Barley to a pint of 
cold water, allow to stand until lumps have disappeared, then 
heat over a gas flame or slow fire, constantly stirring.

The bill known as H. R. 6282, commonly 
called the Harrison bill, has become a law 
which will be in effect on and after March 
1, 1915. As it affects every druggist under 
the jurisdiction of the United States, we
